This does not please the officers o£ 
lie -moDile army, cf course-—that is, 
of the infantry, cavalry and field ar- 
tillery—who 
have 
been 
anxiously 


awaiting favorable action o nthe nil! 
to hli-icasc the army by si:1, hundred 
officers in order 10 fill vacancies in 
the line made by ofiicers on detach- 
ed duty. The infantry ofiicers have 
made a public protest against the 
increase- of the engineer corps, an_J 
have intimated that that body should 
no longer be considered part of the 
military establishment, as most of 
the army engineers are engaged on 
purely civil work, such as river and 
harbor improvements. For this rea- 
son it is desired to separate the corps 
from the army proper and to cut 
them off from obtaining officers from 
among graduates of the Military a*a- 
demy. 
At present the West Point- 


ers graduated at the head of their 


i classes are assigned to the engineers 
|and this number will be increased if 
iconjMCtiS enacts the pending leglslu- 


(tion enlarging the corps.

There is somewhat of a turmoil in 


, the army as a result of the proposed 
Increase of engineers, and much feel- 
ing has been manifested by the caval-

enactment of the measure, however,

is destined to he favorably reported 
from the Senate Military Committee.

to establish through rates and joint 
classification or to prescribe maxi- 
mum rates over the same, whenever 
the carriers themselves neglect to do 
so. This regulation also covers water 
lines which are connecting carriers. 


Shippers are given the

designate a through route or part o.' 
a route over which their property shall 
be carried. 
A penalty of $500 is im- 


posed upon carriers for disclosing any 
information concerning shipments. 


Telegraph and telephone lines are
